The Moving Spirit.

Fu himself comes of a good 
family, not without means, and is 
well-educated, but he is one of 
those who combine a syrapathy for 
the ‘underdog with an eye to the 
possibility of using him to attain 
a position of importance. So he 
was led to {uke up the cnuse of 
the Peasants and adopt the ¢cur- 
rent Soviet movement for hfs ends.

For the rest, al that appears to 
have been dune is to engage three 
or four American advisers in con- 
nexion with the rebuilding of 
Nanking, the.oft-heard-of «nimpoa 
port scheme, and the currenry  re- 
form problem, ‘ ‘ 

It ix pertinent to observe that Mr. 
Sun Fo, who is credited with stat- 
tng that the tentative srrangements 
for these “contracts” were made by 
hhhsel? whilst he was in the United 
States, was one of the Nationalist 
leadera with whom. Professor John 
Smith was brought into contact 
in connexion with the alleged 
formation of the big British 
syndicate, Indeed, he was referred 
to in the article, which purported 
to give the details of this venture 
as haying taken part: in put- 
ting the finishing touches to 
the British euntracts. The news 
which we gave yesterday quot- 
Bled: Mr. Sun Fo as saying 
Hy that the Americun “contracts” 
H'|have, since his return to. China, 
heen confirmed by the Nationalist 
Government. But-'we nro still in 
doubl as to the nature and. extent 
of these.. What would appear to 
have happened is that Mr. Sun Fo 
and. other Nationalist representa+ 
tives ubroad have been enquiring 
as to the possibilitles of securing 
foreign financtal aid for reeonstrue- 
tion purposes in China, holding out 
as‘a halt the possibility. of big-con- 
tracts, coming along Inter.

‘What Causes it.

‘Kite very-high into some thunder- 


clouds. When tho cord holding 
the kite became wet with the rain 
electricity from the clouds was 
vonducted wlony it, so that Frank- 
lin was ablo to show to’an as- 
tonished audience how” he could 
“draw fire” from the sky. He pro- 
duced powerful ‘ashes and 
charged Leyden jars—which to- 
dny we term condersers—so that | 4 
he could give shocks to a dozen 
people at a time,

Safety Movement, 


“ Now let us seo how the man-ins 
the-car in likely to be affected. In 
the firat place it can be stated that 
it Js very much safer to be in ao 
car than In an aeroplane or air- 
ship, which have, on well-nuthon- 
ticated instances, been atruck by 
being ‘In. the path of a discharge. 
But rapidly moving ‘objects on the 
earth are ‘not often struck. One 
rarely hears of a‘train in motion 
being struck. On the other hand, 
there have been instances of curs, 
probably moving slowly, having 
been struck, the petrol fired ands 
the car destroyed, but on the opon 
yond, travelling at a good spend, 
there ‘is very small risk of a car 
being struck, There is no par- 
ticular danger In the fact of It be- 
ing mainly n mass of metal,.

All records and experience 
prove.that ahelterIng under a tree 
Hin, a thundefstorm fs the moat 
risky procedure, Numerous in- 
stances are on record of wayfarers 
and cattle being: struck and killed 
whilst shelterine under a. tree, 
Although it’ is rather unscientific 
to say that a tree attracta lght- 
ning,.dt Is a fact that the lenves 
and branches have this effect, as 
they discharge electricity from 
the opposite sign to the electrified 
cloud, Trees are often split and 
set on fire; the inference {g there- 
fore not to shelter the car under o 
tree. Ono might leave the car in 
the open and let it take o sporting 
risk and shelter in a barn and be 
reasonably safe, Tho on™ danger 
ia that of being inside a brick 
structure having o chimney ‘and 
fireplace, as a discharge often 
strikes down a chimney, the car- 
bonaceous soot forming a con- 
ducting path; hence it is that one 
occasionully “yeads of a fireplace 
being wrecked. O£ course, any 
building provided with a lightning 
conductor fa as near being safe ng 


}can be expected, although with 


such a tremendous natural force 
absolute safety is an impossibility. 


Furthermore, it fa very difficult 
té learn much about safeguards 
from ‘experiments, Artificial 


lightning. has-been-produced-in-the-|----~. 


laboratories . of «tha General 
Electric Co., of U.S.A. and at the 
great Siemens electrical works in 
Berlin.’ By the use of large trans- 
formers and banks of condensers 


alternating current has been rais- |’ 


ed to over'a million volts potential, 
producing miniaturo ‘ lightning 
discharges about 7 ft, long, which 
occur with  deafening.. reports. 
The effect is stated to be very awe-- 
inspiring, but these effects are the 
merest trifle compared with Na- 
ture’s electrical discharges - of 
miles in length.
